Woedcraft Potato Clubs.

This uyrgent ueed has caused the
Woodcralt League of America to urge
the formation of clubs of boys and
girls, men and women, who will ralse
potatoes. A minimum number of hills
is to be ruised by each member, but
it is hoped ghnt this will be only a
starting point. Complete instructions
for planting snd raising potatoes, pre.
pared by the American Agriculturlst

in cooperation .with the Woodcraft
Jeague, will be rfurnished each mem:

Jhow to tell it. He should know abont
ralsing potatoes. The club Instructions
lell the fundamentals, Lut the leader
with any plot of size woulidl better cou-
milt gome local agriculturist and post
mmself fully, He will be able to Inter-
#st (he boys and girls by explaining
the real worth of thelr work sud how
much it is needed, with the land aj~
proaching a time of food shortage ke
that of Europe; of the president’s mes-
sage to bors amd girls that the best
way they can help is to ralse food. le
will tell them that it takes three
mouths or more to do the jJob right,
teating whether they are the real thing
pr e sbam which soon tires and

drops out, and urge them to wee it
through.

The leader must see that the club
putton s work, and, as competition s
the secret of success with boys and
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£irls, he must keep them on their met.
tle by awarding polnts right along,
which shall count for the prizes when
harvest is over. Poluts should be glv.
en for excellence in digglng up the
goil, planting, cultivaiing, weeding,
ete,, and harvesting. The polnt system
will make eachi want to excel, squad
will rival sguad, and teams will work
hard to win., The result tabmlated by
the clob leaflet s friendly rivalry,
greater interest, greater results, great-
er fun,

Recreation, Fun, Patriotiam,

The Wooderaft League is not alone
in proposing to utillze boys and gircls
in potato ralsing, Slnce Mr, Beton an-
nounced the slogan, “The Hoe Behind
the Flag.” he has been gratified that
a large number of other organizations
have taken up amd are pushing the
idea of “potato patriotism.” Indeed,
the state of New York thinks so fa.
vorably of the plan that it Is proposed
to enlist 100,000 schoolboys to till the
farms of the state that more men may
he free to enlist, But so far as an-
nounced none of these agencies bave
constructive plans for the boys and
girls beyond having them till the po-
tatoes after they are planted. Here
is where Mr, Seton belleves the Wood.
craft potato clubzs will excel, for it Is
gimed to give the boys and girls recre-
ation and FUN while they are “doing
thelr bits."

Will Arouse Boyish Enthusiasm,

Boyish enthusiasm will respond quick-
ly to the call for patriotic service.
“For the Flag" will attract them in
masses, but about the time the sun
sbhinea bright on the farm, whether it
be a 20 by 20 lack yard or a wultiple
of acres, the enthoslasm will congeal
for melt and evaporate), and In propor-
tion as the backs get hot the feet will
get cold, and the flag and patriotism
will suffer a slump. So Mr, Seton,
who has been working for and with
bovs for more than a generation and
knows the bhoy's mind guite as well as
e does that of the Indian—for he Is
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Clief Rlack Wolf of the Sewanoy
tribe by adoption—kuew that some-
thing must be done to provide for per-
severance in the task to hold the child
Interest to the eid or until the stimulus
of coming barvest time has gripped.
8o the program is addressed wmore to
the adults sho shall lead the boy and
girl groups than to the hoys and girls
who compose them,

The proverh runs, “All work and no
play makes Jack a dnll boy.,"” and
wakes Jill a dull glvl, for that matter.

URGES RISING
MORE BABY BEEF

Iarge Percentage of Hecelpts  of
Ktock Markets Consisis of Yoars
Hngs from Farms

There is one feature of the liberal
receipts of cattle for the past ten
days that cannot escape notice and
in fact is causing considerable com-
ment and that is the large percentage
of yearlings-——baby beef.

For years there has been a stead-
ily growing demand for baby beaf
and the young stuff has been com-
manding a substantinl premiuvm par-
ticularly during the spring months
Packers diseriminated against the
heavy cattle until the country learn-
ed the lesson that the big, heavy
steer wis out of style and light and
handy beef was the thing the public
demanded,

Many farmers thought it impossi-
ble to ralse beef calves on the high-
priced land of the corn belt in com-
petition with the calves raised on the
cheaper grazing lands of the west,
but the big advance in prices in late
years has made the ralsing of calves
and the feeding of baby beef both
popular and profitable,

Arricultural experts favored it and
the market quotations favored it un-
til today a large percentage of
receipts at the markets consists of
yearlings that were raised and fat-
tened on the farmsa of Iowa and Ne-
braskia. Under modern conditions
in our cities this baby beef Is more
desirable particularly during the
spring and summer months than is
the beef from heavier animals, The
publie calls for lighter cuts. They
do not run into money 8o fast and
are better suited to light housekeep-
ing.
